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FLESHY CALVES MAKE 
BEST USE OF GRAIN. 


Fleshy calves make more _ profitable 
grains if started on grain by mid-summer 
while thinner cattle continue to use pasture 
effectively until early September. 

These and other findings have been re- 
ported by the Michigan State College Ex: 
periment Station as a result of identical ex- 
periments carried on for two years by 
George A. Branaman and Carter Harrison, 


animal husbandry and farm crops special- 
ists. 

The project, conducted to determine the 
maximum use of roughage and pasture by 
steers, showed that lightly wintered calves, 
grazed three months on pasture without 
grain and fed for four months before mar- 
keting, made the most profitable grains. 
These steers made a return of $20.45 each 
above cost of calf and feed. 

Least profitable in the 1945-46 test was 
a lot well-wintered, grazed for two months 
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and fed for 100 days. Steers in this lot 
made only $6.36 each above cost of calf 
and feed. In the 1944-45 test, however, 
this was the most profitable of all lots. 


Labor and interest on investment was not 
charged in either case. 

In the wintering phase of the experiment, 
which was from December 27, 1945, to June 
4, 1946, four different rations were fed. 
Most profitable was the lot fed corn silage 
with soybean meal and a limited corn ration 
of approximately one pound per head per 
day. Gaining about a pound per day, the 
cost per 100 pounds gained amounted to 
$11.56. 

The most expensive winter ration was 5.7 
pounds of corn and 11.8 pounds of alfalfa 
hay. Gains cost $15.20 per hundredweight.

BREEDERS’ FUTURITY SHOW for 1948 is of the utmost 

importance to breeders. As outlined below it promises to be 
the biggest single breed promotion event yet. developed. For the 
first event, to be held in 1948 at a central site yet to be named, 
prize money of between $20,000.00 and $25,000.00 is guaranteed. 


Backers of the Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Futurity, 
and the executive committee for 1947 and 1948, consist of:

Nominations are now being taken, with over 1,000 cows 
having been nominated in Tennessee and Kentucky alone 
for the produce classes. 

Official rules and regulations of the American Aber- 
deen-Angus Breeders’ Futurity follow. Read them care- 
fully and act accordingly. 


GENERAL PROVISIONS—The Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ 
Futurity will be shown in three divisions of two classes each the 
first year; Bull calves born May Ist through August 31st, 1947; 
Bull calves born September Ist through December 31st, 1947; Bull 
calves born January Ist through April 30th, 1948; Heifer calves 
born May 1st through August 31st, 1947; Heifer calves born Sep- 
tember 1st through December Ist, 1947; Heifer calves born January 
1st through April 30th, 1948. Beginning the second year of showing 
and continuously thereafter the futurity will be shown in four divis- 
ions of two classes each; Bull calves born January 1st through April 
30th, 1948; Bull calves born May 1st through August 31st, 1948; 
Bull calves born September ist through December 31st, 1948; Bull 
calves born January 1st through April 30th, 1949. Heifers to be 
shown in same age classifications. 

WHAT CALVES ARE ELIGIBLE—AII calves shown must. be 
the produce of bulls and cows which have been previously nominat- 
ed in the American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Futurity, but they 
may be shown by any owner whether nominated by him or not, 
provided all payments have been made in accordance with rules 
listed and all other requirements complied with. 

HOW TO NOMINATE A BULL—To nominate a bull in the 
Futurity it is necessary: (1) That the bull be registered in the herd 
book of the American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association and 
(2) That a fee of $15.00 be paid to the Futurity on or before May 
Ist, the year previous to the time the produce is to be shown. If 
nominator does not own bull, permission of the owner must be ob- 
tained in writing before the animal can be nominated by a non- 
owner. (No such permission is required in the case of a female.) 
The closing date the first year will be October 1st, 1947. 

HOW TO NOMINATE THE DAM—To nominate a cow in the 
Futurity it is necessary: (1) That the cow be registered in the herd 
book of the American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association and 
(2) That a fee of Two Dollars ($2.00), be paid to the Futurity on 
or before May 1st of the year previous to the year the produce is to 
be shown. Once a cow is nominated, she and her produce may change 
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hands several times and her calves still can be shown by the new 
owner, provided all payments have been made prior to closing date, 
and in accordance with the rules of the Futurity. (The closing 
date the first year will be October Ist, 1947.) 

HOW TO MAKE A CALF ELIGIBLE—In order to make a calf 
eligible to show in the Futurity, the following conditions must be 
complied with: 

(1) The sire and dam must have been nominated in the 

Futurity as outlined above. 


(2) The calf must be duly registered prior to date of 
showing or proof of breeding filed with the Secre- 
tary of the Futurity far enough in advance of show- 
ing to allow for checking if deemed desirable. 

(3) $2.00 must be paid the Futurity on or before Janu- 
ary Ist on all calves born previous to that date which 
are to be kept eligible and an additional $3.00 must 
be paid on or before May Ist of the year shown, 

(4) On all calves born after January 1st of the year in 
which shown there will be due $5.00 on May Ist. 

(5) For the first showing in 1948, the closing date for 
nominations on all classes will be October 1, 1947. 
However, the sire and dam must be nominated prior 
to same date in order for the calf to be eligible for 
nomination. 

DIVISION OF PRIZES—For the showing in the year 1948, the 
prize money will be divided equally among the six classes of bulls 
and heifers representing the three divisions. Beginning in 1949 
the prize money will be divided equally among the eight classes of 
bulls and heifers representing the four divisions. In each division 
the winner will receive 25 per cent; Second, 17 per cent; Third, 12 
per cent; Fourth, 10 per cent; Fifth, 8 per cent; Sixth, 7 per cent; 
Seventh, 6 per cent; Eighth, 5 per cent; Ninth, 4 per cent; Tenth, 
3 per cent; Eleventh, 2 per cent, and, Twelfth, 1 per cent. 

The nominator of the sire of the winning calf in each division 
will receive $50.00. The nominator of the dam of the winning calf 
in each division will receive $50.00. The value of the prize fund 
will be the total amount of money paid in fees, miscellaneous funds, 
and added donations less administrative costs. 

Each year the specific awards to the nominators of the sires 
and dams will be deducted before the division of the prize funds in 
the regular divisions of the Futurity. 

All prize money will be paid in cash at the time of showing. 

All payments to the Futurity must be made to the Secretary 
on or before closing dates. Entries postmarked before midnight 
on the closing date will be accepted. All entries received after clos- 
ing date will be declared ineligible and there will be no exceptions. 

JUDGING—Three competent judges will be selected by the 
Executive Committees thirty days prior to the date of showing, but 
no announcement of the names of the judges chosen will be made 
until the actual day of showing. The decision of the judges will be 
final, and there will be no appeal therefrom. 

LIABILITY—No entry ig liable for more than the amount paid 
in, but there will be no return of any payments. The right is re- 
served to reject any entry and to debar any entry from competition 
for failure to comply with the rules of the Futurity. Any and all 
disputes shall be settled by the Executive Committees and their 
decisions will be final.

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~ From Wheat to Doddies 


wheat ranching of thirty years ago A. 

W. Ginther, of Wheatland county, 
Montana, thinks he will stay with his Aber- 
deen-Angus for the long pull. The present 
Quarter Circle Bar ranch, 15,000 acres given 
over to the production of top Doddie feeder 
calves, was started as a wheat ranch. But 
even though it is back in grass today the 
lower quality of forage is still in evidence 
on the acres which have been plowed. 

When Arch Ginther moved to Montana 
in 1914 from South Dakota he took the usual 
complement of farming equipment—and 
seven Aberdeen-Angus cows. “It took quite 
a few dry years to convince me that a 
lot of the west was never meant for 
farming. In those tough years it was 
the calves from the Aberdeen-Angus 
cows that kept us going from one year 
to the next. So in 1927 I made up my 
mind that I had proof enough that the 
Black cattle were the best bet, and we 
went entirely into cattle ranching.” 

Today the Ginther cow herd, and the 
Doddie calves carrying the Quarter 
Circle Bar brand, are widely and favor- 
ably known. The Ginther calves regu- 
larly bring two to three cents a pound 
premium over the whiteface competi- 
tion in the same section of the state. 
“And don’t think this premium price 
isn’t doing a selling job for Aberdeen- 
Angus in this part of the country. You 
can talk the advantages of freedom 
from cancer eye, no dehorning, and 
freedom from sunburned or snow burn- 
ed udders, all you want. They are im- 
portant and a lot of the whiteface boys 
admit it. But it is that extra money 
that is really doing the job,” says Mr. 
Ginther. 

When the Ginther ranch was visited 
this summer the steer calves had just 
been sold for the highest price paid in 
the state up to that time. The same day 
a visitor was on the ranch buying the 
heifer calves for a commercial herd. In 
spite of the fact that Mr. Ginther was 
keeping back sixty head for replace- 
ments the quality of the remainder was 
such that 2042 cents a pound, mid-Octo- 
ber delivery, made them a good bet for 
the buyer. That a good share of the 
heifers from this top herd have gone into 
the hands of ranchers, rather than the feed 
lot, is to the distinct advantage of the breed 
in getting the west “Blacked out.” 


The Ginther cow herd runs from 350 to 
400 head, although more cows could be cai- 
ried. However, the Montana commercial 
breeder believes that “fewer and better” 
ones, with some hay left over each spring, 
is a better bet than being over-stocked, both 
for grass and help. It is a regular practice 
to breed heifers as yearlings on the Ginther 
ranch. In one large pasture were 110 head, 
topped from the 1946 calf crop, running 
with three bulls, sons of Postelmere. Not 
far away were ninety-seven two-year old 
heifers with their calves. “Although the 
calves from the two-year old heifers are 
lighter at weaning time they still average 
420 to 435 pounds in October. I figure I 
can’t afford to wait a year to cash the 
coupon. However, these calves are more 
uniform in type and quality than those from 
the older cows. By taking good care of 
these first calf heifers they can be grown 
into good cows.”

ing centers around the bull end of the deal. 
The seventeen bulls running with the cow 
herd represent an average investment of 
better than $600.00 per head. But it has 
been the experience of Mr. Ginther that 
price alone does not make much difference 
—just so you can get the bull that will do 
the job. Of the seventeen head sixteen are 
of Woodlawn Farms breeding. The one non- 
Illinois bull is an eight-year old bull from 
the University of Nebraska representing 
Battles breeding. That he has been doing 
the job is evidenced by the fact that he is 


still around while other bulls of the same 
vintage have since gone to the packer. 

While there is a lot of ta:k of “range type 
bulls” it was the o. servation of t.is writer 
that the type of bulls being used to produce 
the top-selling Quarter Circle Bar calves 
would fit in very well in any section of the 
country. They are ail bulls of medium type 
with emphasis on smoothness and fleshing 
quality. There wasn’t a big bull in the 
bunch. “You don’t get the kind of caives I 
want from that kind,’ the Montanan ex- 
plained. He might also have added that 450 
to 460 pound calves from mature cows, 
calves raised on the range with only their 
mother’s milk and grass, are big enough for 
any one if they combine that quality that 
brings the top dollar. For these calves still 
outweigh those of rival breeds grown in the 
same section under the same conditions. 
Perhaps there is something to this Aber- 
deen-Angus early maturity business after 
all.

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This Barn 


OMETHING practical and different in 

beef cattle barns is to be found in the 

40 by 120 foot structure built last fall 
at Raona Farms, Williamston, Michigan. 
Built to house the younger stock, and the 
show cattle, it has a number of features 
not to be found in most beef barns. 


One of the features which will appeal to 
cattlemen is the air conditioning system 
which keeps the winter temperature at a 
constant 44 degrees by a system of thermo- 
stat controls which force the stale air out of 
the barn and allows fresh air to come in— 
all of this without drafts. Because of the 
ventilating system in use, there is no frost 
on the cattle, even on the coldest days. And 
in Michigan there is a lot of this kind of 
winter weather. 

An even temperature, just above freezing, 
is more healthful than a higher winter 
temperature, Dr. Ralph Wadley has figured. 
Especially so if the air is dry and there is

no condensed moisture dripping from the 
ceiling onto the cattle or bedding. Cattle 
develop a normal growth of hair and have 
good appetites. One proof of the value of the 
new barn was shown the past winter when 
calf pneumonia was held to a single case. 
In former years this ailment has been a con- 
stant source of trouble at Raona. As a con- 
siderable number of fall and winter calves 
are dropped this is an important factor. 


To “air condition” the barn four conven- 
tional type ventilators are located in the 
roof. Leading to each is a large steel pipe 
from the ceiling of the cattle barn. These 
ducts are insulated to prevent moisture con- 
densation spoiling feed or bedding in the 
capacious mow. At the lower end of each 
ventilator duct, in the ceiling of the barn, is 
located an electric motor and blower, operat- 
ed automatically by a thermostat. hen 


Different 


the air surrounding this area gets above 
the temperature for which the thermostat is 
set. in this case 44 degrees, the motor starts 
and the warmer air is expelled. Fresh air 
is brought in from the outside through ducts 
in the wall which admit fresh air, indirectly, 
without danger of draft. When the barn is 
full of cattle the heat generated by them 
sometimes requires that windows be opened 
at the top to bring in additional air.

a near pet la § As a result, a high percentage of the 
sermanent pastures used for beef cattle in this area have been im- 
Seamed to at least some degree. Now the problem arises, how can 
" use these good pastures to the best advantage in producing beef 
under our Northeastern conditions ? 

Too little research with beef cattle has been done in this area 
to have answers to this prsblem that are based on facts, not opin- 
ions. Many fine cow herds are obviously making efficient use of 
this excellent pasture, but too frequently producers have been dis- 
appointed in returns from steers or heifers fattened for slaughter. 
It seems logical that it is at least as important for the beef pro- 
ducer to know how to make the best use of these pastures as it is 
to know how to produce them. 

To obtain at least some of this needed information was _ the 
object of two feeding and management experiments conducted by 
the New York State College of Agriculture in cooperation with 
The New York Farmers, Inc., of New York City. These two ex- 
periments have just been completed, and the results are summariz- 
ed briefly in this article. Complete reports of these experiments 


may be obtained upon request. 


Experiment I. Comparison of Methods for Using Pasture 
in Fattening Yearling Steers. 


In each of three trials (1944, 1945, 1946) good to choice year- 
ling feeder steers purchased in the spring from Texas were turned 
on good improved permanent pastures consisting mostly of Ken- 
tucky blue grass and wild white clover, but with some Ladino 
clover. In each trial a lot of nine or ten steers was fed and man- 
aged according to each of the four following methods: (1) grazed 
on pasture alone and marketed off grass at an average date of 
October 10th; (2) full fed coarsely ground corn by hand once each 
day in addition to pasture, and marketed at an average date of 
October 4th following 128 days of feeding; (3) pasture alone until 
an average date of August 12th, then full fed in barn for approxi- 
mately 100 days, marketed November 20th; and (4) pasture alone 
until end of pasture season (October 30th) then full fed in dry 
lot for 100 days, marketed February 5th. 


In these three feeding trials, yearling steers fattened on pasture 
alone made an average daily gain of 1.32 lbs. per head daily, 
averaged medium grade as slaughter cattle, and had a dressing per- 
centage of 53 per cent. They had the lowest cost per cwt. gain, 
the lowest selling price per cwt., and the lowest net return above 
steer cost and feed cost of the four feeding methods studied. In 
two of the three years, the selling price per cwt. as grass fattened 
cattle in the fall was less than the cost per cwt. as feeder cattle 
in the spring. 


The steers fed corn on pasture consumed an average of 1170 
Ibs. corn per head during.the feeding period, made an average 
daily gain of 2.15 lbs., graded high good to low choice when market- 
ed, and dressed 59 per cent. They sold for $3.89 more per cwt. 
than the grass fattened steers and were decidedly more profitable, 
averaging $21.20 more profit per head. In fact, feeding corn on 
pasture proved to be the most profitable of the four methods of 
feeding studied. 


The steers grazed on pasture alone until mid-August, then 
full fed in dry lot for 100 days made excellent use of pasture dur- 
ing the flush pasture season, consumed about the same amount of 
corn during the dry-lot period as the steers fed corn on pasture, 
and gradea good as slaughter cattle. They returned a profit each 
year, being less profitable than steers fed corn on pasture but 
sparetnny more profitable than ‘the steers fattened on pasture 
alone.

The group of steers grazed on pasture alone until the end of the 
pasture season (October 30th) and then full fed in dry lot for 
approximately 100 days, again consumed about the same amount 
of corn per head, averaging 1188 lbs. for the dry-lot period, and 
graded good as slaughter cattle. They returned somewhat more 
profit in two of the three trials than the steers similarly fed but 
which were started on dry-lot feeding in August. The results ob- 
tained indicate that removing steers from pasture in August for 
finishing in dry lot is the better plan for years when pastures be- 
come dry in July and August as occurred in one of the three 
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trials. However, in years of favorable 
pasture conditions, using the full pasture 
season results in additional economical 
pasture gains and fattening. In these 
trials either feeding plan was more profitable than fattening steers 
on pasture alone. 


Experiment II. Comparison of Methods for Feeding and Manage- 
ment of Steer Calves Purchased in the Fall. 


During the same years as the feeding trials just summarized 
were in progress, another series of three trials was conducted with 
calves purchased in the fall. In these trials, good to choice Texas 
calves weighing over 450 lbs. at the start in late November were 
fed and managed according to four methods as follows: (1) full 
fed a good fattening ration in barn throughout feeding period of 
approximately 160 days; (2) fed 2 lbs. corn, 1 lb. protein supple- 
ment, and full feeding of corn silage and mixed hay for 56 days, 
then full fed corn in dry lot for approximately 130 days; (3) 
wintered on a growing ration with 2 lbs. corn, mixed hay, corn 
silage and protein supplement; grazed on pasture alone until mid- 
August, then full fed in dry lot for 70 to 84 days; and (4) winter- 
ed on mixed hay, corn silage and protein supplement (no corn); 
then pastured until mid-August followed by full feeding in barn 
for 70 to 90 days. 

The steer calves full fed in dry lot for 160 days graded good 
to choice when slaughtered and dressed 60 per cent. The other 
group of steers fed entirely in dry lot, but which were fed a grow- 
ing ration for first 56 days, ended the trial with approximately the 
same grade and dressing percentage when marketed about a month 
later. This latter method of feeding required about 90 lbs. less 
corn and 1185 lbs. more corn silage per steer than the entirely full- 
feeding method. There was little difference in net returns between 
the two methods of feeding. 

The calves wintered on 2 lbs. corn with hay, corn silage and 
protein supplement made an average daily gain of 1.47 lbs. during 
the wintering period at a feed cost of $27.26 per head, in compari- 
son with a gain of 1.15 lbs. and a feed cost of $22.89 for the calves 
receiving no corn in the wintering ration. Each group was ap- 
praised at the same price per cwt. as feeders in the spring and if 
sold as feeders at this time, the lot receiving corn would have 
returned $3.80 more profit per head. 


The steers that have been fed corn during the wintering period 
(307 lbs. per head) averaged 46 lbs. heavier, at the start of pastur- 
ing but only 28 lbs. heavier when each group was taken off pasture 
in August. At the end of the finishing phase in dry lot each group 
graded about high good and dressed 57 per cent but with a slight 
advantage for the better wintered group. The net returns were 
very nearly the same for each group. 

In these trials approximately 1300 to 1750 lbs. of corn were 
required to fatten heavy feeder calves in dry 'ot to the good to 
choice grade or averaging roughly 1600 lbs. of corn. Approximate- 
ly 850 to 1300 lbs. of corn, or averaging roughly 500 lbs. less corn, 
were fed to produce nearly the same slaug:.ter grade in calves 
wintered, grazed, and then short fed in dry lot as yearlings. The 
latter feeding plan served as a market for about twice as much hay 
and corn silage; and utilized about 100 days of pasture during the 
flush pasture season. Aliso, the calves wintered over returned about 
$15.00 more per head above steer cost and feed cost than the 
calves fattened in dry lot. 

A comparison may be made between the calves purchased in 
the fall and the yearlings purchased in the spring as one group of 
yearlings were fed and managed during the grazing and finishing 
phases the same as part of the calves (now yearlings). Averaging 
the three trials the calves purchased in the fall had a steer cost 
plus feed cost of $14.30 per ewt. as yearlings when grazing started 
as compared with a cost of $15.24 per ewt. for the yearlings pur- 
chased in the spring. Also, the wintered steers were nearly a grade 
higher as feeders. When marketed, the wintered steers graded 
somewhat higher, sold for about $0.50 more per cw:. even though 
marketed about two weeks earlier. The wintered steers returned 
$15.75 more per head above steer cost and feed cost. Thus, these 
data show clearly the desirability of purchasing feeder calves in the 
fall rather than purchasing yearling steers in the spring when feed- 
er cattle cost more and selection is more limited. 


An interesting and an important question is—what was the 
money return per acre of pasture when used in each of the six 
methods of feeding and management studied? To arrive at some 
answer to this question, we have done some (Please turn to page 128

HE* Pennsylvania Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders’ Field Day was held this 
year on Bonniecroft Farms, near Ren- 

frew, Pennsylvania. Mr. and Mrs. Harold 
Reif, the host and hostess had everything in 
readiness to welcome the large crowd of 
visitors and were also prepared to make 
their visit an enjoyable and educational one. 

Some 600 people registered, and this did 
not include the 4-H and F.F.A. boys. More 
than 250 of these boys and girls later enter- 
ed the judging contest, so I am sure between 
900 and 1,000 people were in attendance, at 
one time or another before the day’s activi- 
ties were completed.

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HILE always looking to the future, 

it often helps to take an inventory 

of past accomplishments. Time and 
again the growth and development of the 
Aberdeen-Angus breed in the United States 
is called to the attention of those interested 
in the beef cattle industry. Sometimes, 
somewhat apologetically, we remark that 
the Blacks didn’t arrive in this country until 
the other major beef breeds already had 
from 50 to a 90-year head start in the na- 
tion’s great beef producing areas. With 
more and more cattlemen becoming better 
acquainted with the unsurpassable beef pro- 
ducing qualities of Aberdeen-Angus, the 
breed has expanded by leaps and bounds. 


The East with its need for soil conserva- 
tion and soil building has turned to the 
Blacks through which home grown rough- 
ages are marketed for greatest profits. The 
Corn Belt feed lots are demanding Aber- 
deen-Angus for here’s the packer’s choice— 
a breed that has won 95 per cent of the top 
awards in interbreed carcass competition at 
the World’s greatest live stock Exposition. 

In the range states where cattle are 
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grown most economically, Aberdeen-Angus 
herds are making themselves at home. They 
are hardy rustlers, producing heavier calves 
at weaning time and showing great resist- 
ance to cancer eye and pinkeye. The 
South likes Aberdeen-Angus cattle; the 
Blacks are hornless, eliminating dehorning 
and its accompanying fly infection losses. 
Black cows do not suffer from sunburned 
udders. Calf crops are larger, and mature 
rapidly. 

By checking past progress of the breed, 
there is little doubt about the future. The 
relative expansion of Aberdeen-Angus cat- 
tle throughout the United States may be 
seen in the number of breeder-members of 
the American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ 
Association. It is interesting to note that 
Iowa only surpasses Illinois to attain top 
place in the nation by one breeder. Iowa’s 
membership list shows 1523 members as 
compared with Illinois’ 1522. Ranking third 
is Missouri with 1351. 

Texas has made one of the greatest gains 
in percentage of new breeders. Back in 1987 
only 17 members in the national association 
were listed from Texas while in 1947 the 
Lone Star state shows 286 members—a gain 
of 1582 per cent. Listed below are 28 states 
now showing more than 100 members. List- 
ed also are the members for these same 
states in 1937.

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Early Ancestry of the Eileenmeres 


world-famous. Everyone interested in Aberdeen-Angus cat- 

e tle is aware of this. It was a great accomplishment, and it 
has stamped Garrett Tolan as one of the greatest breeders of all 
time. A justly deserved distinction. ; 

Just as the development of the Eileenmeres by Mr. Tolan is 
generally known, their accomplishments in the show rings and sale 
rings under Mr. Tolan’s guiding genius, which started in 1919, are 
of equal fame and therefore require no elaboration on my part. 
What is probably not such common knowledge and something which 
will, no doubt, be of interest to many is where this most famous 
line of Aberdeen-Angus breeding originated. This information 
should be interesting in more ways than one. There has never 
been a more positive proof of the value of prepotent ancestry in 
herd building than is furnished by the lineage of this particular 
strain of Aberdeen-Angus breeding which has been improved upon 
vear after year by Mr. Tolan by his following the same precepts 
that were responsible for it in the beginning. And this, after all, is 
the true function of both breed and herd improvement. There are 
also incidents of human interest that enter into the history of the 
Eileenmeres before they reached the capable hands of Mr. Tolan in 
1919 by his purchase from me of Eileenmere 4th from whom the 
Tolan Eileenmeres sprang. As some of these incidents relate to 
myself, I feel qualified. to write this story. 

“When Mr. A. C. Binnie, of Alita, lowa, one of the best known 
exponents of the breed in its eai_7 days in America, brought to this 
country from Scotland the cow krnamera 63997, he probably little 
thought that by doing so he was starting a strain of Aberdeen- 
Angus breeding which, one day, would take the country by storm, 
so to speak. Capable judge as I knew him to be, he no doubt 
realized that Ernamera was no ordinary cow. The illustrious breed- 
ing back of her was evidence enough of that, and the fact that her 
decendants have made such glorious history is proof enough of the 
soundness of Mr. Binnie’s judgment of individuality and breeding. 
In this connection it is interesting to note that Mr. Binnie was for 
many years a close contender for show yard honors with Mr, W. A. 
McHenry. I, too, found him to be a strong opponent in my early 
days as a showman. 

To prove my point as to the value of the right kind of inher- 
itance in a pedigree, let us briefly analyze the breeding of Erna- 
mera. Her sire, Delamere 53428, was one of the greatest of all 
the great bulls used in the herd which was the fountain head of 
so many Aberdeen-Angus herds in Great Britain and America, 
Ballindalloch. Delamere was bred by Mr. Patrick Chalmers, one 
of the foremost breeders of his day, and was calved in January, 
1896. His sire, Enthusiast 8289, was bred at Ballindalloch, and his 
dam was Pride of Burnshangie 21047. He was purchased by Sir 
George McPherson Grant, of Ballindalloch fame, at the Perth sale 
in February, 1897, and he was second in his class at the Highland 
Society show at Glasgow, and first at Birmingham the following

J GARRET TOLAN developed the Eileenmeres and made them 


ar. 

The author of McDonald and Sinclair’s “History of Aberdeen- 
Angus Cattle”, published in 1910, states, “Delamere was essential- 
ly a breeder’s bull. Brimful of quality, he carried himself with that 
courage and resolution that mark the impressive sire. His sons an- 
nually gave an excellent account of themselves at the Perth Show 
where the record price Ebbaro was sold, others being Prince Forest, 
Prince of the Wassail and Everlasting, all of whom became famous 
sires. Ebbaro was first as a yearling at the Highland, Prince of the 
Wassail first at the Royal Dublin show, and Everlasting was first 
as a yearling at the Highland. And as an old bull, he was first 
and champion of the breed at Newcastle.” 

Thus it will be noted that Ernamera had an unusually pre- 
potent sire in Delamere, who, as the pedigree shows, also came by 
his high qualities as a result of the right kind of inheritance, being 
sired by Enthusiast of Ballindalloch 41404, who was by Young Vis- 
count 1813, one of the best known sires in Aberdeen-Angus history. 
On her dam’s side, Ernamera was equally well bred. Her mother, 
Eranthis 57113, was by Iliad 14937, one of the most illustrious of 
all Ballindalloch sires, and he was by Etonian 524, one of the very 
early well known sires of the breed. 

Mr. Binnie mated Ernamera with Heather Lad of Emerson 2d 
14049, a bull rated as one of the great sires of the breed in America. 
This son of Rosa Bonheur of Turlington 3d had for other ancestors 
such famous animals as Guina 13982, Cash 10395, Pride of Guisa- 
chan, Guido 4237, Young Captain 4238, and other equally well 
known early celebrities of the breed. 


EILEEN LASS 73102 


The issue of the mating of Ernamera and Heather Lad of 
Emerson 2d was Eileen Lass 73102, not only one of the greatest 
show cows of her day, but also the dam of Black Eileen, the mother 
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of Eileenmere 4th. Of all the cattle I have ever owned, I have 
prized none more highly than Eileen Lass. I look back upon her 
as one of the most perfect specimens of Aberdeen-Angus femininity 
that I have ever known, and there are others who share this view- 
point. No less an authority than Alex McDonald, one of the best 
known beef cattle judges in the United States, who fitted and 
showed Eileen Lass for Mr. Binnie, has told me that he has never

seen an Aberdeen-Angus female that he 
thought was her equal. A number of 
years ago I repeated in an article in the 
JOURNAL something that Mr. McDonald 
had told me of his experiences with 
Eileen Lass, but I believe that it will be 
appropriate to retell a portion of it in 
connection with this account of the early 
history of the LEileenmeres. It goes 
something like this. As a very young 
man Alex came from Scotland to take a 
job as assistant herdsman in the A. C. 
Binnie herd. He arrived in America in 
the dead of winter, a contrast to the more 
temperate clime of his native Scotland. 
He reached his final destination at Alta, 
Iowa, before daylight on a bitterly cold morning in January. Not 
knowing where else to go, he walked from the railroad station to 
the Binnie farm, which was adjacent to the town. Being reluctant 
to arouse anyone at that early hour, he sought refuge from the cold 
in one of the cattle barns, and there, when it became light enough, 
he saw among others of the Binnie show herd what to him was 
the most beautiful young heifer he had ever seen, and this was the 
heifer which subsequently became the famous Eileen Lass, as she 
went from one show yard victory to another until she had won the 
grand championship as a two-year-old at the 1906 International 
where she was exhibited by P. J. Donohoe, although I had purchas- 
ed her several months previous to this on the basis of delivery at 
the close of the International Show that year. She went from 
Chicago directly to my farm at Maquoketa, Iowa, and that was 
when I entered the Eileenmere picture. 

In a way, my purchase of Eileen Lass at a record price for 
those days, five thousand dollars, came very nearly being a disas- 
trous experience for me. I was forced to borrow the money to pay 
for her and before I had owned her a year she was dead, with no 
insurance to cover my loss. It will not be difficult to imagine how 
this kind of a misfortune would affect a young breeder like my- 
self, operating almost entirely on borrowed capital. Almost mirac- 
ulous subsequent developments, however, revealed that despite the 
early dealth of this great cow, she proved to be about the best in- 
vestment I have ever made in Aberdeen-Angus cattle. She came to 
me bred to the greatest sire of his day, if not for all time, Black 
Woodlawn, upon whose blood the Rosemere herd was founded. It 
was through giving birth to the calf of this mating that Eileen 
Lass went to her death. é 

The calf, a heifer, survived, and she was named Black Eileen, a 
combination of the names of her parents. She was a beautiful 
heifer, and she made a creditable show record, twice standing sec- 
ond at the International. Her greatest value, however, was as a 
producer which, as I have stated, made the purchase of her mother 
for five thousand dollars a profitable investment, despite the fact 
that she produced only one calf for me. When Black Eileen was old 
enough, she was bred to her half brother, Oakville Quiet Lad, who 
had just won the International Grand Championship. The result 
was Eileenmere 4th, the foundation sire of the unbeatable Tolan 
Eileenmeres. From the foregoing it will be noted that there were 
outstanding show yard winners and producers of show yard win- 
ners all the way down the line in the animals which ultimately 
produced the Eileenmeres. The results that have been attained by 
them is definite proof of the fallacious reasoning of those who say 
that. there should be little or no importance attached to ancestry in 
selecting breeding animals, and that it is only the individual that 
counts. As far as I am concerned, basing my conclusion on long 
years of experience in breeding and exhibiting, I give ancestry and 
individuality an equal rating from the standpoint of dependability 
in the characteristics of the offspring. (Please turn to page 102

Heading this out- 
standing group was the perfect headed, 
breedy, thick and mellow, Reverie Knoll en- 
try, Blackcap Empress of R. L. S. This is 
a heifer bred by Ralph L. Smith and is a 
daughter of his famous Prince Eric of Sun- 
beam. Standing in second position, and later 
going on to the reserve championship was 
Miss Burgess Maid of Afton 5th shown by 
Bradley & Son. This is a very wide back- 
ed, thick, short legged heifer and certainly 
showed plenty of the desirable Aberdeen- 
Angus type. She is sired by Black Prince 
of Howard, by Black Prince of Sunbeam, so 
the two champion females were very closely 
related and of course were also quite close- 
ly related to the reserve champion bull. 
Witham’s Enchantress 2d was third. High- 
lands Farm was fourth with Miss Burgess 
of Highlands and Reverie Knoll had anoth- 
er entry, Evergreen 70th of Sunbeam, in 
fifth while Greenbriar Farms of Lewisburg, 
West Virginia, were in sixth. It was a 
great class and plenty of good cattle stood 
down the line. 


Highlands Farm took their second blue 
of the day when Blackcap 3d of Highlands 
headed the junior yearling class. F. M. 
Bradley & Sons were in second with Zara 
2d of Sky Ranch and Witham was again 
knocking on the door with Witham’s Black- 
cap 3d. 

The summer yearling class was another 
one of the largest of the show and brought 
out many of the best cattle. Here Great 
Oaks Stock Farm took their good daughter 
of Bethel Blackmar, Jr., G. O. Lucy Marette, 
to the top of the class. In second place was 
the very short legged Barbara McHenry W. 
G. 3d shown by Warner Grove Farms. High- 
lands was again close to the top with Black- 
cap 14th of Highlands. 


The class of twenty-one senior calves 
found a new winner in Pride of Bellfon- 
taine, shown by Edward H. Jewett, of La- 
peer, Michigan.

Evasion of Responsibility 


One of the breed’s most staunch adher- 
ents has raised a question well worthy of 
the consideration and action on the part of 
breeders as well as the American Aberdeen- 
Angus Breeders’ Association officials. The 
question refers to the matter of “Dispersion 
Sales” where cattle are sold at the halter, 
relieving the seller of all responsibility as 
to the future usefulness of the animals. 

For a long time past the JOURNAL has 
questioned the advisability of thus conduct- 
ing auction sales. Too many times animals 
that look good and are bred in the higher 
brackets are run through these auctions and 
purchased at long prices by breeders who 
expect to get something worth while for 
their money, later to discover that the ani- 
mal in question was bogus, perhaps has 
been bogus for some time, and was sold 
knowingly by the seller, who hoped only to 
cash the beast at a good figure. This pro- 
cedure is NOT GOOD for the breed, it’s 
NOT GOOD for the breeders; and hurts 
materially when such animals fall into the 
hands of new purchasers. 


Something should be done about it. For- 
getting all that has happened in the past, a 
new procedure for dispersion sales should 
be inaugurated and that immediately.

Someone is Crazy 


Over the radio the other evening came an 
announcement that someone high up in 
political circles was proposing, or about tv 
propose, that wheat be taken from the live 
stock menu in order that there would be an 
ample supply to ship abroad—that we 
should again be eating black bread, and doing 
other silly things to accomplish some politi- 
cal ambitions for the big wigs who would 
like to control our every movement official- 
ly. Wheat has its place in the feed program 
for live stock and it. should be kept there so 
long as we, here in the States, have enough 
bread on our shelves. 

Take wheat away from the poultry indus- 
try for instance and what would become of 
our egg supply, and surely eggs relieve the 
meat situation materially. If the boys who 
seem so anxious to “do something” to at- 
tract attention would don overalls and get 
out on the dirt to see what it is all about 
they might have a little better understand- 
ing of what is required to support this na- 
tion properly. They might learn what. it 
takes to produce a crop—in addition to 
political manipulation. The farmers and 
live stock growers might be able to show 
them a few things if they still have some 
vision and perceptibility.

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Short Corn Crop 


Government figures on the 1948 corn crop 
are simmering down to somewhere near the 
actual returns for this fall—which we stil] 
believe will be, when it is in the crib less 
than a fifty percent yield for a ten year 
average. This means the “yellow bean on 
the cob” will be high for the coming twelve 
month period, making the use of corn in the 
feeding program an element that will have 
to be handled with care. Those who are and 
will put a good share of their crop in the 
silo will have some pretty good feed. Weil 
do we remember the earlier days when a 
forty bushel yield in the corn belt made 
everyone feel happy and content. With im- 
proved seed the yield has been boosted to 
twice the old average on most of the live 
stock farms where the natural fertilizer in 
the form of manure has been properly 
spread over the land, and supported by 
manufactured fertilizer of one sort or an- 
other according to the needs of the par- 
ticular fields where applied. We are not too 
bad off if we use our heads.

For MONTH of SEPTEMBER, 1947 
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often conflicting, already are coming 

from Washington economists as to 
what may be expected in the way of feed 
and live stock production and prices over 
the next few months. 

These forecasts are confusing to live stock 
growers and handlers. The difficulty, which 
cattlemen ought to know, is that many of 
those forecasts are little more than guesses, 
-~ some of them not very good guesses at 
that. 

Producers who keep informed as to the 
facts and make their own forecasts and 
plans probably will be ahead in the long 
run, rather than assuming that Washington 
knows all the answers. 

The USDA Bureau of Agricultural Eco- 
nomics, which during nearly fifty years buiit 
up a record for almost uncanny accuracy, 
has had a batting average recently not much 
above that of the average man on the street. 

It isn’t that the DAE has less competent 
economists, but the fact is they are dealing 
with too many factors that can and do 
change almost overnight—factors such as 
industrial wages and production, public re- 
action to prices, world needs and buying 
power. 

For example, in forecasting live stock 
prices here is the process an economist must 
go through: Live stock prices depend upon 
the relation of feed prices to meat prices; 
meat prices depend upon the relation of 
supply to demand; demand depends upon 
the relation between purchasing power and 
relative desire for meat compared with other 
things; grain prices depend upon relation of 
supply to demand; the supply depends upon 
production, minus exports, and so it goes 
almost without end. 

All of which is by way of saying that your 
guess as to what is going to happen on live 
stock probably is as good, and maybe a little 
better, than the crystal-gazing being done 
by some Government economists. 


\ BEWILDERING number of forecasts, 


Some of the facts, to be kept in mind 
when making plans, are well establish- 
ed. Generally they are not so alarm- 
ing as to warrant the pessimistic pre- 
dictions currently coming out of Wash- 
ington. 

(1) Feed grain supplies, in relation 
to grain consuming animals, are not ab- 
normally small, although five to ten per 
cent below a year ago. Corn supplies, 
despite a probable short crop, will be 
at least as high as the pre-war average. 

(2) Supplies of hay and_ other 
roughage will be about as large as last 
year, and well above pre-war. 

(3) Protein feeds will be more 
plentiful in the next feeding season 
than in the  last—10,350,000 tons 
against 9,960,000 tons last year. 

(4) The Government will cut down 
some on grain shipments abroad, if for 
no other reason to avoid 1948 political 
protests against high prices. 

(5) Consumer demand for live stock 
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products will continue to take all avail- 
able supplies, at prices which will make 
feeding generally profitable—unless 
foreign developments upset industrial 
production at home and reduces exports. 
Meat supplies, after a seasonal in- 
crease, will turn downward by five to 
ten per cent under this year. Latest 
official estimates are 78,000,000 head 
of cattle, 3,000,000 under a year ago; 
the same number of sheep and lambs, 
38,600,000; and hogs 60,000,000, an in- 
crease of 3,100,000 over a year ago. 


Agriculture Department officials are not 
at all happy over the pressure being put 
upon them to keep the farm production wide 
open for another four or five years. 

Publicly they are maintaining a tight- 
lipped grimness about the pressure, but in 
private conferences they talk of “irrepar- 
able damage” to the American agricultural 
system, especially to soil fertility. 

Much of the pressure is coming from the 
Krug Committee, headed by the Secretary 
of Interior, named to survey “production 
potentials” of industry and agriculture 
through 1952 in order to determine the size 
of definite export commitments. 

The Agriculture Department was asked 
to promise a minimum of 400,000,000 bushels 
of wheat a year, plus a long list of other 
commodities. Secretary Anderson thought 
that was too much and has frankly told the 
President so. 

He wants to expand live stock production 
as a major leg of the long-range agricul- 
tural program, and is alarmed by the pres- 
sure which is pushing bread grain acreage 
up and live stock numbers down. 

Department officials now making up 1948 
production goals have been told, reluctantly, 
by Anderson to make them on the basis of 
maximum capacity of American farms. The 
soil rebuilding program Anderson had hoped 
to launch will be put off for awhile longer.

The most optimistic thing that can be 


said about the foot-and-mouth disease cam- - 


paign in Mexico is that the eradication ex- 
perts have at last reached a point where 
they believe they are holding their own. 

They think that the danger of spread, on 
a major scale, to Northern Mexico and the 

S. border is diminishing. They still, 
however, are fearful of isolated outbreaks 
outside the main zone of infection. 

They now face a virtually complete live 
stock eradication campaign in fourteen 
Mexican states where the disease is describ- 
ed as being “generally prevalent.” They are 
attempting to seal off that area from the 
rest of Mexico and then undertake a system- 
atic campaign of slaughter and burial. 

The slaughter campaign will include not 
only domesticated cattle, swine, sheep and 
goats, but also all cloven-hoofed wild ani- 
mals within the area of infection. That, 
admittedly, is one of the most difficult 
parts of the program.

In announcing the start of the wild ani- 
mal eradication campaign, the joint U, §.- 
Mexican commission said: “From previous 
experiences of the U. S. Bureau of Animal 
Industry in eradicating the foot-and-mouth 
disease in California we have known that 
infected wild life would have to be eliminat- 
ed, and in our planning we have always had 
this in mind.” , 


A preliminary report by the House Agri- 
cultural Committee, which opened hearings 
last spring on a long-range farm program, 
gives a broad hint as to the type of program 
which will be offered Congress next. session. 

The Committee listed as “areas of agree- 
ment”: 

1. A sound agricultural program 
must be based on an economy of abun- 

’ dance. 

The Committee found witnesses in 
agreement that the adoption of a policy 
of abundance does not “necessarily 
mean the abandonment” of New Deal 
aids to agriculture, but rather “selec- 
tive retention of those measures which 
tend to encourage the type of produc- 
tion for which there is consumer de- 
mand, which assist in stabilizing the 
agricultural economy, and which lead in 
the direction of a policy of realistic 
abundance.” 

2. There can be no retreat to a 
policy of general limitation of produc- 
tion. 

The Committee review of testimony 
found witnesses in almost unanimous 
agreement that “measures adopted dur- 
ing the 1930’s to restrict production had 
failed in their purpose and had not sub- 
stantially improved the lot of agricul- 
ture. 

3. The Nation’s economy is an inter- 
dependent unit. 

Witnesses agreed that the prosperity 
of agriculture is closely and inextric- 
ably linked to the prosperity of the 
country as a whole, although there was 
some disagreement as to which come 
first, a prosperous agriculture or a 
prosperous industry. 

4. The parity formula needs to be 
revised and modernized. 

There was general agreement that 
the 1909-1914 base parity formula needs 
revision and modernization to include, . 
among other things, the cost of farm 
labor. 

5. There must be some policy of 
price supports for agriculture. 

But there was no agreement as to 
the manner in which price supports 
should be carried out or as to the level 
at which agricultural prices should be 
supported.

MISSOURI HERDS 

The Fred Wilmot herd, of Richards, Mis- 
souri, was started in 1919 with sixteen cows 
from the J. D. Martin herd, of Lawrence, 
Kansas, and some eight or_nine cows from 
J. W. Rea, of Carrollton, Missouri. Later 
he purchased twenty-five other cows from 
Loeb, of Rich Hill, Missouri, and C. B. 
Clark, of Appleton City, Missouri. He has 
specialized in cows of the Blackbird family 
and today most of his cattle are Black- 
birds. In 1928 the herd was built up to 
over three hundred brood cows and at that 
time all except one member of this select 
breeding herd of young cows were sold at 
private treaty to Stanley R. Pierce. He 
then started building the herd up again and 
in 1940 sold Mr. Pierce four more loads of 
cows. He now has twenty females and is 
starting to build up again for the third 
time with a select breeding herd of Black- 
bird cows. 

The cattle have always been good enough 
that he could sell them privately to the best 
breeders. He is now feeding seventy-five 
head of nice steers purchased from Tommy 
Brook, of Brady, Texas, who also purchased 
his 1941 bull crop. 

Mr. Wilmot used to own a string of meat 
markets and bred cattle of the type that 
would pay out the best over the block. His 
black steers always dressed higher, so, con- 
sequently, he started breeding Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle. 


CHAPTER IX 


KANSAS, OKLAHOMA AND THE GULF 
STATES 


Kansas City, geographically speaking, 
just misses being within Kansas territory, 
and derives much of her wealth and repu- 
tation, from the productive fields and 
far-flung grazing grounds of the Sunflow- 
er State. Eastern Kansas is a rich farm- 
ing country. Leaving—say Manhattan— 
where one of our best agricultural colleges 
is locateda—Emporia, Newton or Wichita, a 
vast area is entered where formerly the 
buffalo roamed in herds so numerous as to 
be compared by the great Spanish explorer 
Coronado with “the sands of the sea.” Still 
farther west we find that famous old-time 
“cow town” Dodge City. In recent years 
however the plough has been busy on those 
wonderful west Kansas plains, and wheat 
and other crops are being harvested where 
tillage was once deemed quite impracticable. 

Kansas was the first state in the Union 
to ship black polled steers to market. These 
were the progeny of the original Geo. 
Grant bulls sent out from Scotland in 1873. 
According to the census of 1930 the state 
ranked fifth in the number of pure-bred 
Aberdeen-Angus. In the western part of 
the state there are a number of commercial 
herds that make a specialty of producing 
feeder calves, but the majority of Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle in Kansas are found on 
diversified farms. The program on these 
farms includes a small cow herd, the calves 
being fattened for market on the farm 
where they are produced. 

Asked for a statement as to the present 
status of the pure-bred industry in the 
state Dr. C. W. McCampbell of the State 
College of Agriculture says: 

“The greatest concentration of pure-bred 
Aberdeen-Angus will be found in Dickinson 
and Geary Counties. This group includes J. 
B. Hollinger; A. J. Schuler & Son; ‘T.. 1: 
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Mullen; Ralph Poland; Roy Poland; Ralph 
Detrich; E, A. Latzke & Son and Elmer 
Sellin. This progressive group of breeders 
inaugurated a “Better Live Stock Day” in 
1926 and it has been repeated annually. 
The attendance has averaged approximate- 
ly one thousand persons annually. These 
meetings rotate from farm to farm each 
year. The other breeders bring from two to 
ten of their best animals to the farm where 
the current year’s meeting is held. They, 
with the best cattle of the host, are group- 
ed by sex and age—tied and displayed 
where and in such a manner that they may 
be easily seen and inspected by visitors. 
The forenoon is given over to inspecting 
these animals and to a judging contest for 
4-H Club members and vocational agricul- 
tural students. Several hundred have par- 
ticipated each year. Lunch is served at 
noon. The afternoon is given over to a 
speaking program which is carried to all 
by amplifiers. ‘Better Live Stock Day’ has 
attracted nation-wide attention.” 

Kansas State College has maintained a 
select Aberdeen-Angus herd for more than 
sixty years. The present herd is headed by 
the splendid bulls Repeater of Wheatland 
10th by Repeater of Wheatland and Reve- 
mere by Barmore 3d and the females are 
mostly of Prizemere and Revolution breed- 
ing. The earlier history of the “doddies” in 
Kansas carries the names of men who will 
long be remembered for their devotion to 
the black cattle cause. Among these were 
George Grant of Victoria; Anderson & 
Findley, Iola; T. J. McCreary, Highland; 
George A. Whitaker, Louisburg; Chas. E. 
Sutton, Russell; Parker Parrish & Co., 
Raymond; McAdam Bros., Holton; Lyman 
S. Miller, Dighton; J. D. Martin & Sons, 
Lawrence; Balthorpe Bros., Whiting; Emil 
Headstrom, Burdick; and Johnson Work- 
man of Russell. Certain details as to these 
herds will be found in the volume prepared 
by the writer of these notes some ten years 
ago. Probably no one individual ever iden- 
tified with the business in the Sunflower 
State ever gained greater reputation than 
Johnson Workman. His sale of a grand 
champion load of Aberdeen-Angus feeder 
calves at $26.50 per cwt. in 1927, stood as 
a world’s record until 1942. 

At this writing one of the best known of 
the existing Kansas herds is undoubtedly 
that of Mr. J. B. Hollinger at Chapman. 
This herd numbers at the present time be- 
tween one hundred and fifty and two hun- 
dred head. It was founded in 1905 by the 
purchase of thirteen head from the dis- 
persal sale at Chicago of the Thos, A. Mat- 
tison herd of South Charlestown, Ohio. 
This original purchase was strong in the 
blood of Gay Lad. The herd has been main- 
tained by using such bulls as the McHenry 
bred Blackbird Invincible by Star of Deni- 
son; Black Educator by Black Woodlawn; 
Blackbird Cad by Blackcap Poe; Irenemere 
6th by Prizemere 9th; Revolution 41st by 
Blackeap Revolution; Revemere of Wheat- 
land 2d by Revolution 41st; Repeater of 
Wheatland (that sired Estamere the 1938 
Grand Champion female at the Interna- 
tional) by Revemere of Wheatland 3d; 
Pride Irenemere of Wheatland, undefeated 
on the State Fair Circuit in 1931 as a three 
year old, and now in service at the Univer- 
sity of Nebraska. Revemere of Wheatland 
2d was undefeated on the state fair circuit 
as a junior yearling and two year old for 
the seasons of 1932 and 1933. The get-of- 
sire group by Revolution 41st was un- 


defeated at state and national shows, in- 
cluding the International, for the seasons 
of 1934 and 1935. The cow, Chimera, has 
been Mr. Hollinger’s best producer and is 
certainly one of, the great cows of the 
breed. She has had nine heifer calves, and 
the seven older one’s have all been grand 
champions at some state or national show. 
Four of these heifers have been first prize 
winners at Chicago. Chimera never had a 
bull calf. Mr. Hollinger had his first pub- 
lic auction May 17, 1939, when fifty-six 
head averaged $324.00. 


Not so many miles from the spot where 
Geo. Grant first introduced Aberdeen- 
Angus bulls to the American cattle trade 
in 1873, Mr. Johnson Workman has been 
for many years past, giving practical dem- 
onstrations of the value of the blood in 
the production of market-topping feeder 
calves for commercial purposes. Grant’s 
historic experiment was made on the old 
buffalo grazing grounds of Ellis County. 
Johnson Workman runs his cattle in the 
adjacent county of Russell, both in Central 
Western Kansas. Where the Smoky Hill 
River winds its sinuous course to join with 
others in the making of the “Kaw”, for 
over thirty years now Mr. Workman has 
been an able, persistent and highly success- 
ful breeder of the blacks, and at the Kan- 
sas City Royal and elsewhere the feeder 
loads from the Workman pastures have 
made American Fat Stock Show history. 
Mr. Workman first became interested in 
the black cattle in 1910 when he and Mr. 
Charles E. Sutton formed a partnership. 
This joint partnership was dissolved. 

After three years and in the fall of 1913 
Mr. Workman went into business for him- 
self and as he states, it has been a one man 
proposition ever since. He built up the 
herd until at one time it numbered two 
hundred. and fifty head. Directing his ef- 
forts largely along commercial lines he 
held the world’s record price for calves up 
to 1942 when he received for his feeder 
steers that won the championship at Kan- 
sas City in 1927 $26.50 per cwt. His 1939 
champions brought $20.25. At the 1938 
show it is said that all entries in the Aber- 
deen-Angus feeder division were from herds 
based on Workman females. At the 1939

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“We have tried not to be misled by i 
names or fads. We have looked ~ oo 
dividuality of the animal, and to the num- 
ber of good cattle and good breeders whose 
names appear in the pedigree. Like begets 
like, and the good or bad qualities in a bull’s 
ancestry will be very apt to appear in his 
calves. 

“We do not show our top cattle. We sel] 
them or retain them to build up the herd 
We sell on the open market all cattle that 
we.discard as not being up to the standard 
we set for our breeding stock, and these dis. 
cards have been topping the Kansas City 
market for many years. For instance in 
January, 1935 twenty-five of our mixed 
yearlings, discards, sold to the Cudahy Pack. 
ing Company at $10.00 a hundred. This 
was $1.50 a hundred above any mixed year- 
lings on the Kansas City yards that day 
and 75 cents above any mixed yearlings on 
that market since January, 1931. 

“January 19, 1936 a load of our yearling 
steers sold on the Kansas City market at a 
$1.25 top, and topped that market for a 
year, and equalled the January top for seven 
years. In January of this year a like load 
of yearlings put a $1.00 top on the Kansas 
City market, and topped that market from 
the middle of January last year until the 
tenth of June, this year. This is what our 
cull cattle have consistently done on the 
market.” 

Mr. Barrier died in the spring of 1948, 
The herd will be continued by his daughter 
Mrs. Alice Barrier Perrier. 

The Simon Angus Farm, owned by Mrs. 
John A. Simon, is located eight miles west 
of the Union Stock Yards, Wichita, Kansas, 
They started breeding Aberdeen-Angusg in 
1931 and have been improving the herd ever 
since. 

The first herd bull used was Playman of 
Sunbeam 4th 406563, a son of Playman of 
Sunbeam. This was an outstanding bull 
and sired a lot of the right kind of cattle. 
They then purchased Borcalis of Old Frank- 
lin 474968 from which they have retained a 
select group of females. A little later they 
purchased Burgess 25th 472598, a grandson 
of Earl Marshall 183780. This was a low- 
set, deep-bodied bull with a good head. They 
also have retained a nice group of females 
by him. In 1938 they purchased Revolution 
of Muskogee 544253, one of the greatest 
sons of Revolution 81st 419223. The calves 
they are getting by this bull are proving 
very satisfactory. Another bull in service 
is Erian B. 2d 540884, sired by the 1939 
International grand champion bull, Envious 
Blackeap B. 6th 504417 and out of the great 
old Revianna 449089 cow that has produced 
many of the Brown’s show cattle. He is a 
full brother to Erianna B. 76th, the 1940 


. International grand champion cow. Erian 


B. 2d was a great show bull himself. Other 
bulls in service are Eileenmere 374th 608- 
958, a son of Eileenmere 85th 470007; 
Eileenmere G. 10th 497541, a grandson of 
EKileenmere 32d. 

The cow herd consists of about one 
hundred head. The foundation cows were 
four cows purchased from Johnson Work- 
man in 1931, all sired by A. Marshall Revo- 
lution 436096. Two of these foundation 
cows are on the farm at this time. Some 
of the other cows in the herd at this time 
are Black Erica 12th 409676, a granddaugh- 
ter of Erwin C. 136625; Petrie’s Birdie 
421014, tracing to Black Woodlawn on both 
sides; Dulce 14th of Sunbeam 543485, a 
granddaughter of Revolution 100th 429423; 
Blackbird Iren of Wheatland 591654, trac- 
ing back to Revolution 41st 415473; Queens 
Lady P. 2d 572482, a daughter of the great 
breeding bull Hanes’ Eileenmere 2d 523066.

0 ET es bred and showed the grand 
champion steer at the Kansas National Fat 
Stock Show in Wichita, Kansas. This calf 
was sired by Playman of Sunbeam 4th. 
Then in 1935 and 1938 they again had the 
champion steer at the Kansas National Fat 
Stock Show. In 1939 they fitted their first 
heifer sired by Burgess 25th 472598. She 
was shown at the Kansas State Fair and 
was reserve champion in the 4-H Club and 
second in the open class. One year later 
they showed the same heifer to the cham- 
pionship at the Kansas State Fair at 
Hutchinson, Kansas. In 1940 they made 
their first showing at the American Royal 
and won four seconds. Since that time they 
have shown at the major shows throughout 
the country, winning many blue ribbons as 
well as others. The cattle are being stead- 


ily improved. 


The B. F. Breyfogle operations, Garden 
City, Kansas, started in 1915 with grade 
cows and registered Aberdeen-Angus bulls. 
Fifteen registered cows were purchased in 
1919 from E. B. Sears, of Garden City, Kan. 
Sears’ cattle originally came from Harris- 
ville, Missouri. The cattle are handled on a 
five thousand acre tract of grass _twenty- 
seven miles northeast of Garden City, just 
south of Dry Lake. 

Both registered breeding cattle and com- 
mercial cattle are produced. Since 1930 
feeder calves have gone regularly to the 
feed lot of Edward Kinsinger of Chenoa, 
Illinois. At the time of the great drouth 
in 1935 the cattle numbered over five 
hundred head and it was necessary to sell 
or move practically all the cattle from the 
ranch. One car load of cows was sent to 
Illinois under contract to Robert Vaughn, 
of Chenoa to give Mr. Vaughn the calves 
for wintering the cows. Four cars of cows 
were wintered under similar contracts. 

The calf, Whiz Bang, shown by Robert 
Vaughn, Jr. was one of these calves. He 
was the grand champion at the Illinois State 
Fair in 1936, and grand champion of the 
junior show at the 1936 International. 

One of the most satisfactory phases of 
this business has been the furnishing of 
calves to junior feeders, the cattle breeders 
of tomorrow. Many a lad has become an 
enthusiastic booster of Aberdeen-Angus 
after showing calves from this herd to 
championship or near champion places in 
the various shows—Chicago, Kansas City, 
Denver, Oklahoma City, and some of the 
Kansas shows. 

From the year 1934 to the fall of 1939 
was a drouth period and this section of 
Kansas was known as the “Dust Bowl”. 
There was no pasture and very little feed 
raised. It was necessary to keep the cattle 
in other sections both winter and summer. 
In 1940 all cattle still owned were returned 
to the ranch. The drouth period yielded 
lots of experience but little money. While 
the cattle were moving around they made 
friends for Aberdeen-Angus cattle. Usually 
the pasture and wintering bills were paid in 
cattle and in this way started new herds. 
About ten herds started in this manner. The 
present herd numbers three hundred head. 
The first bulls used came from Jay W. Mc- 
Fadden, Stafford, Kansas. Later bulls from 
the J. D. Martin and Sons’ herd at Lawr- 
ence, Kansas were used; also bulls from the 
herds of Johnson Workman and the late 
Lyman S. Miller. In 1931 Oakleaf Lad 3d 
454782, a double grandson of Earl Marshall 
from E. A. Latzke and Son of Junction City. 
Old “Blossom” as he is known is still in 
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ABERDEEN-ANGUS

Mr. Harry E. Peirce of Partridge, Kansas, 
purchased his first Aberdeen-Angus com- 
mercial cattle in the spring of 1938, con- 
sisting of seventeen yearling steers, twen- 
ty three heifers and a short, thick young 
registered bull, Burgess E. He is a_grand- 
son of Revolution 7th, traces four times to 
Earl Marshall and to six International 
grand champions. He fed the steers five 
months and they brought fifty cents over 
top at Kansas City. He has had Aberdeen- 
Angus ever since. 


In the fall of 1939 he purchased the reg- 
istered heifer calf crop of Johnson Work- 
man. They were mostly of Eileenmere 15th 
and Prince Marshall breeding. He disposed 
of all of his commercial cattle to two dif- 
ferent parties in January 1941 at a nice 
profit. He then purchased a good son of 
Black Prince of Sunbeam and a double 
grandson of Black Peer of St. Albans, at 
Judge Fullerton’s sale in June 1940. He 
has produced in his first crop of calves some 
very good show prospects, reproducing the 
good qualities of his sire and grandsire. 
Two young bulls stood first in their respec- 
tive classes at the Mid-Kansas spring show, 
one of them being the youngest in his class.

Heroine Margaret 3d bred to 
Erivan produced Erivan’s Margaret, a cow 
that is still in the herd and has two daugh-

Briton Blackbird calved in 1908, and bred 
by W. A. McHenry was used in the herd 
about 1913. Waukarusa Heatherson 7th was 
also used at about this time or a little later. 
He was the sire of Heatherson’s Lucy 34 
that in turn was bred to Erivan to produce 
Erivan’s Lucy. This cow was calved in 1923 
and is in the present herd along with three 
of her own daughters, five granddaughters, 
and four great granddaughters.

He was probably the best bull 
the college had ever owned up until the time 
of Evascus of Page. Erivan was used for 
about three years. Blackbirdman of Rose- 


mere was the successor to Erivan. He was | 


bred by O. V. Battles of Yakima, Washing- 
ton, and was calved in January, 1921. He 
proved a great breeding buli and has as 
good a pedigree as could be found. He was 
sired by Prizemere 9th, an International 
prizewinner himself, and the most prepo- 
tent sire ever used in the Rosemere herd. 
Prizemere 9th it will be remembered. was 
sired by Meraman of Tierra Alta, the most 
noted grandson of the International gran 
champion, Kloman, and his dam_was that 
great Oakville Quiet Lad cow, Pride of Rose- 
mere 14th. She was out of Thickset Pride 
3d, a son of Glenfoil Thickset 2d, the only 
bull ever shown to three successive Inter- 
national grand championships—1907, 1908, 
and 1909. On the dam’s side Blackbirdman 
of Rosemere, we find Blackbird Rosemeré 
23d, sired by Oakville Quiet Lad out of 4 
dam by Black Woodlawn.

Evascus was shown 
at the International in 1929 by Hartley Stock 
Farm, where he was placed third, and at 
that time was purchased by the college. He 
was shown at Oklahoma City in 1930 where 
he was the junior champion bull, and at 
Fort Worth, Texas, where he was Junior and 

rand champion Aberdeen-Angus bull. In 
1940 there were twenty-eight individuals in 
the college herd that were sired by Evascus 
of Page. Thirteen of these are the 1937 and 
1938 calves and eighteen of them are breed- 
ing cows. Four of the 1937 calves and three 
1938 calves are females and will be retain- 
ed in the breeding herd. | Probably the most 
outstanding individual sired by Evascus of 
Page is Master Page out of Miss Naomi by 
Blackbirdman of Rosemere, out of Black- 
bird Naomi 3d. Blackbird Naomi 3d was by 
Laddie of Rosemere by Oakville Quiet Lad 
out of Blackbird of Leaside 9th by Black 
Opla. Master Page was shown as a sum- 
mer yearling at Chicago and Kansas City 
in 1935 where he won his class and was 
made junior champion at both shows. 

Three steers were shown in 1937 that 
were sired by Master Page. These were 
Master B., Master of Oklahoma and Master 
D. Master B. was class champion at Chi- 
cago, Kansas City, and Los Angeles. Mas- 
ter of Oklahoma showed in the same class 
as Master B. and always stood second. Mas- 
ter D. was second in his class at Kansas 
City and champion Aberdeen-Angus an 
grand champion steer at Fort Worth, in 
1938. These three steers were never defeat- 
ed when shown as a group. Prof. W. L. 
Blizzard head of the Animal Husbandry 
Department at Stillwater adds: “Master 
Page sired the grand champion steer at the 
American Royal of 1939, that sold for $1.50 
per pound. This bull also sired the first 
prize Aberdeen-Angus group of three steers 
—and the group went on to be made 
champion group over all breeds. Our two 
bulls, Evascus of Page and Master Page, 
were sires of the first prize pair of calves 
in the Aberdeen-Angus breed show at the 
American Royal.” 


Evascus of Page has also sired a number 
of prizewinners in the steer division. Okla- 
homa College is especially noted for the 
Aberdeen-Angus steers exhibited at the 
larger shows, sired by Evascus of Page. 
Among these was G. Page, champion Aber- 
deen-Angus and grand champion steer at 
the International of 1936, There has been 
a definite system of breeding carriea on at 
the College. For instance, the 1937 calves 
were sired by the two bulls, Evascus of Page 
and Master Page. Master Page has been 
used on cows that were sired by Evascus of 
Page. Evascus of Page has been used on 
the other cows in the herd. Mr. McArthur, 
the beef cattle herdsman, has had a definite 
goal in his breeding program. He will con- 
tinue to use Evascus of Page and Master 
Page, and has a young bull sired by 
Black Peer of St. Albans, the 1934 Inter- 
national Champion Aberdeen-Angus bull, at 
the barn now that is out of a cow by Evas- 
cus of Page. This bull is being used to a 
slight extent on young heifers. There is 
also a younger bull sired by Evascus of 
Page that will be used later on. 

In 1940 Dean Blizzard selected the young 
bull, Quality Prince of Sunbeam for use in 
the college herd. This young bull was a 
first prize winner in his class at both the 

merican Royal and International Live- 
stock Show and was Junior Champion bull 
at the American Royal. Quality Prince of 
Sunbeam is sired by Black Prince of Sun- 
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beam, the 1938 International Grand Cham- 
pion bull and his first calves look promising 
enough to uphold the Oklahoma College re- 
cord. 

Foster Miller of Manchester had intro- 
duced the pure-breds as early as 1901. E. 
E. Blandford of Grasslands Farm, Coving- 
ton, bought his first black polled bull in 
1903; Druid M., a son of Gay Lad. His 
next purchase, in 1908, was a bull and two 
cows from Anderson & Findlay’s Kansas 
herd. In 1912 he bought the bull Euro, sir- 
ed by Eurotas of Finlarig, out of imported 
Evite, and six cows from Chas, Escher, Jr. 
In 1916 he purchased the bulls Elmland 
Royal 3d, a son of Ben Hur of Lone Dell. 
In 1920 Prince Marshall was placed at the 
head of the herd, and in 1921 was grand 
champion at Chicago. The Prince was in 
service for twelve years. During this 


period the fine cow Pride Perfection, by Ben 
Hur of Lone Dell, out of one of the most 
famous cows of her time, Pride McHenry 
46th, was secured. 

While Prince Marshall was in service, one 
of his sons, Black Gold Marshall, and a 
grandson, Marshall’s Heir, and another son, 
Proud Marshall 25th were also used. In 
1923 several of the top cows in the Simpson 
sale were added. In 1935 the bull Barvan 
2d, from the herd of Robert Larmer of Mis- 
souri was obtained. Recently Blackcap 
Eclipse, bred by H. D. Miller of Morley,

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SOUTHERN ALBERTA BREEDERS 
HOLD FIELD DAY. 


The Aberdeen-Angus breeders in the 
southern part of the province held a very 
successful Field Day on Saturday, July 26th, 
at Park Lake in the Lethbridge Northern 
Irrigation District. About fifty persons were 
present and the areas south of Calgary 
were well represented. 

R. V. McCullough, president of the Pro- 
vincial Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Associa- 
tion, presided, and in his opening remarks 
stated that he hoped it would be possible to 
make such a Field Day in the area an an- 
nual event. A similar Field Day for the 
northern part of the province had been held 
at the University in June. 

C. S. Clendenning, District Manager, 
Lethbridge Northern Irrigation District, in 
welcoming the meeting stated that while 
this was the first Aberdeen-Angus Field 
Day to be held at Park Lake, he hoped it 
would become an annual event, as it would 
provide an excellent opportunity for the 
breeders in the southern part of the pro- 
vince to meet each year. Mr. P. M. Sauder, 
Director of Irrigation, also spoke along 
similar lines. 

Professor J. P. Sackville, Secretary of the 
Canadian Aberdeen-Angus Association, dis- 
cussed some of the points to be borne in 
mind in developing a successful pure bred 
business, emphasizing the place of the pure 


bred today and its relationship with the 
commercial phase of cattle production. 
Professor Sackville gave a demonstration on 
the approved Aberdeen-Angus type, illus- 
trating such type by the use of several an- 
imals. 

Dr. J. W. Howe, of the Animal Science 
Department of the University, discussed the 
subject of evaluating pedigrees and tracing 
families in the Aberdeen-Angus breed. He 
stated that too much emphasis was often 
laid on the value of pedigree and that better 
results could be obtained by emphasizing 
type and individuality of the animal] rather 
than pedigree. The matter of families in the 
breed was discussed, particular attention be- 
ing paid to those families which are in pres- 
ent day demand. 

To further illustrate the approved type 
in the breed, Professor Sackville conducted 
several judging classes in which those 
present took part. At the close of the meet- 
ing Mr. McCullough discussed the matter of 
consignments from the breeders for the 
Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Sale of females 
to be held in Calgary in October, and point- 
ed out that the closing date for such en- 
tries was September Ist.

REMODEL OLD BARN FOR 
MAXIMUM USE. 

The old, general-purpose barn has been 
made obsolete by modern agricultural] prac- 
tices, states D. G. Carter, professor of 
farm structures at the University of []lj- 
nois. New ways of putting up hay, coupled 
with specialization in animal production 
calls for a different type of structure, 

If the structure is sound remodeling 
rather than rebuilding, may be the answer 
to the modernization program, says Carter, 
Remodeling will consist largely of arrang- 
ing the floor space so as to do away with 
the old horse stalls, oat bins and unneeded 
alley ways.

S HARDER TO WORK 
sO HUMUS DECLINES. 

The farmer who says his soil is harder 
to work than it formerly was is not just 
i ining things. 

a ge farms the supply of humus has 
been whittled down until it no longer has 
the protective action, against the clay that 
it once had, according to F. H, Crane, as- 
sociate professor of soil fertility, Univer- 
sity of Illinois College of Agriculture. _ 

Crane explains that when the clay parti- 
cles in a soil are coated with a good, thick 
film of humus, the clay and larger soil par- 
ticles do not slip over each other so readily 
nor cling together so tightly. The shrink- 
age and swelling of the humus by wetting 
and drying elbows the clay particles apart, 
and helps to bring about a good granular 
structure in the soil. Freezing and thaw- 
ing become more effective in loosening up 
a soil, and the effect of lime on the tilth 
of a soil is enhanced. 

A good supply of humus and a granular 
structure increase the capacity of a soil to 
hold water and yet permit excess water to 
drain away freely. Rainfall penetrates 
more rapidly, and surface runoff is reduc- 
ed. Roots penetrate more deeply and ex- 
tensively and thus place greater supplies of 
plant food at the disposal of crops. Good

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LIVE STOCK IMPORTS SET 
ALL-TIME RECORD. 

More pure bred live stock entered the 
United States for breeding purposes during 
the year ended June 30, 1947, than in any 

revious year, the Bureau of Animal Indus- 
ee of the U. S. Department of Agriculture 
announces. The total number was 36,204 of 
which 28,915 were cattle, 4,210 sheep, 1,885 
swine, and the remainder relatively small 
numbers of horses, goats, dogs, and cats. 
The importations exceeded those of the pre- 
vious year by 10,232 animals, or thirty-nine 

ercent. Back in 1939, before World War 
II, total importations of pure bred breeding 
animals into the United States were less 

4,000. 
ag the tariff act of 1930, which pro- 
vides that pure bred animals for breeding 
purposes may enter the United States free 
of duty, the Department of Agriculture cer- 
tifies those having papers that give satis- 
factory evidence of their pure breeding. The 
result has been to encourage the introduc- 
tion of high-quality foundation stock, lead- 
ing sometimes to new breeds or types, and 
the general improvement of domestic an- 
imals in the United States. ; 

Among the cattle imported during the 
last year, the predominating breeds were 
Holstein-Friesian, Ayrshire, and Jersey, 
though nine other breeds were also repre- 
sented. Of the pure bred sheep, the Suffolk 
breed provided the largest. number, followed 
by the Hampshire, Southdown, and nine 
other breeds. Most of the swine imported 
were Yorkshires, with the Large White, 
Tamworth, and Berkshire breeds constitu- 
ting the remainder. The predominating 
breeds of horses were Thoroughbred, 
Clydesdale, and Standardbred, though six 
other breeds were represented.

The seventy-two steers brought to Monti- 
cello for the “Feed Lot World Series” repre- 
sented $20.00 nominating fees by sixty feed-

force are that the steers be over two years 
of age and weigh more than 1,200 pounds. 
They are penned as in a public stock yards 
and must show themselves—there is no 
halter and show sticks for aids. In the 
100 degree temperature and the several 
hours of sorting and driving it took a 
strong loined, well put together steer to look 
good in the winning pen. This is a good 
idea. With no knee to hold them up, and 
no belly-scratching to remind them to stay 
together, breeding and type really come to 
the front at Monticello. 

At the conclusion of the championship 
judging it was announced that entries for 
the 1948 Monticello show were being accept- 
ed—“and have your $20.00 ready.” First 
over the fence for the competition for that 
$1,000.00 bill was Mrs. Tim Pierce, of West 
Woodlawn Farms, of Creston, Illinois. In 
short order the bulk of the competition for 
next year was signed. up. 

Colonel Hamilton James, of Newton, Iili- 
nois, again handled the auction. The cham- 
pion sold for $54.00 per cwt. to Colby & 
Shada, Anamosa, Iowa. This $669.00, plus 
the $1,000.00 bill for first place, made a 
worthwhile day for Mills and Hanson, of 
Monmouth, Illinois. The Johnnie Mommsen 
second place steer brought $40.00 per cwt. 
with Dubuque Packing Co. the buyer. The 
top ten head averaged $38.50.

out of this land. Today this idea is Deep 
Valley Farms, where the Truax family 
spends much of its time, and where a heavy 
tonnage of meat and wool is being produced 
on what is considered worthless land. 

His knowledge and practical experience 
in the west indicated that this rough land 
could be used for grazing—“if”; the “if” be- 


ing whether or not grass could be made to 
grow. The turned over soil was rich in 
minerals—calcium, phosphorus and potas- 
sium, as well as the rare, but necessary, 
trace elements. To all intents it was virgin 
land. The minerals which had leached out, 
or had been marketed, from the top soil in 
the 100 years of farming in Fulton county 
were still present in the soi] brought up 
from “down under.” But according to soils 
men queried there was one draw-back to 
the whole thing-—an apparent lack of nitro- 
gen to start plant growth. One suggestion 
was a period of “aeration” for this newly 
turned-over land. But Mr. Truax is not one 
to wait. He went ahead with his legume 
and grass idea, starting out with sweet 
clover as the basis. 

What has been discovered at Deep Valley 
Farms is that the initial nitrogen need of 
most legumes is less than is generally real-

And indeed they do. ew farms with 
$300.00 per acre land are producing more 
pasture than are these man-made hills and 
valleys in Fulton county. Two acres to a 
cow and calf is the standard allowance for 
the Aberdeen-Angus herd; the commercial 
sheep herd gets twelve months of grazing; 
steers put on more pounds than they do on 
adjoining level land. 

The matter of extra gains on steers, and 
of better grains and growth in the youn 
stock produced on the farm, is proof of the 
place of minerals in animal nutrition. Only 
in this instance the plentiful supply of ail 
minerals is made possible through the feed 
consumed, rather than being purchased, Mr 
Truax reports that ever since steers have 
been run on the two kinds of pasture those 
grazing the strip mine land have consistent. 
ly averaged 100 pounds more weight in the 
fall when they are ready for the feed lot, 
The bloom and condition of the cow herd, 
and the obviously good bone, size and con- 
dition of the Aberdeen-Angus herd was 
further proof of the “strength” of the feed 
which is being produced. 

Today, 1,200 acres of waste land is in per- 
manent pasture and this is being added to 
each spring as the giant electric shovel 
moves the overburden during the year. In 
addition to the sizable Aberdeen-Angus 
herd, and which is being increased, a com- 
mercial herd of 500 ewes is maintained. The 
ovine part of the live stock picture also in- 
cludes 100 pure bred Hampshire sheep of 
Mt. Hagin origin. This flock produces the 
bucks used in the commercial flock. Steer 
feeding varies with price and supply con- 
ditions but each year a considerable number 
are turned. Around 125 to 185 gilts are 
kept for May and June farrow. These are 
run on the waste land and the pigs are 
grown out to 150 to 180 pound weights on 
nothing but legume pasture. From this 
point they are brought into the feedlot and 
carrying the framework which they do are 
brought up to 350 pounds in rapid order. 
It should be mentioned that in addition to 
the 1,200 acres of pasture there are about 
800 acres of unstripped land suitable for

The system also can be used in the summer, 
but naturally not at 44 degrees. However, 
the cinder block construction of the walls, 
and the insulated ceiling, should make the 
barn as cool as any place on the farm. 
When the farm was visited the barn

Another idea that works is the chu 
baled hay and straw. Built slightly sci 
than a bale it allows for a day’s supply of 
feed or bedding to be up-ended into the 
cuute from the mow above. As a bale is 
needed in the barn it is pulled out and an- 
otner bale takes its place. In this way the 
alley-way of the barn is at no time cluttered 
up with bales. This “vertical storage” idea 
is a space and time saver as a man can 
quickly put a day’s supply in the chute, and 
the bales are handy, but out of the way, 
until needed. 

Between the Aberdeen-Angus and the 
nurse cow section are located the office, 
wash room, and feed room. The first two 
are located on the west side of the alley- 
way, the feed room is on the east. The feed 
room, in addition to the facilities for grind- 
ing and mixing also contains an electric 
feed cooker. This is another semi-automatic 
device built on the order of a housewife’s 
double boiler. Water, electrically heated, 
surrounds the large container holding the 
feed to be cooked—usually barley. Requir- 
ing no further attention after the grain and 
water is put in it can be tilted and dumped 
after the feed has been cooked, rather than 
dipping it out with pails. The wash room 
has hot and cold water, with an electric 
water heater, and a large drain in the floor. 


Going up in the mow of the Wadley 
barn one finds storage room for 250 tons of 
baled hay or straw and bin room for 6,000 
bushels of grain. These three bins feed by 
gravity into the feed grinder located direct- 
ly below. Laminated rafters were used in 
the construction of the barn and a maximum 
of mow space is provided.

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“IN 1932, when we went into the purebred Shorthorn 

business, much of our land, in spite of rotation and 
manuring, lacked enough fertility to produce a good crop 
of clover,’’ writes Jno. E. Greig, of Estherville, Iowa, leader 
in promoting agricultural progress in his part of the coun- 
try.

old heifers and their offspring, and then the 
yearling heifers being bred for 1948 pro- 
duction the breeding-up program which has 
been in use is clearly seen. Not that the 
older cows are not good ones—they are. 
But the type and uniformity being produced 
through the use of top bulls, many of them 
half brothers, is clearly seen in the calves 
and younger females. 

The Ginther range is on a high plateau, 
almost devoid of trees. To the north are 
the Big Snowy Mountains and their per- 
petual covering of white. ‘This is some of 
the land we broke up when we first came 


out here,’ Mr. Ginther remarked as we 
crossed one pasture. “It contains a lot of 
needle grass which is bad for sheep and not 
too good for cattle. The buffalo grass is 
coming back slowly but this worked-over 
land still does not produce the feed that 
virgin land does.” Exposing our ignorance 
we found that a certain amount of sage 
makes for good grazing at certain times of 
the year. Also that alkali grasses need not 
be considered a total loss, 

The thick, soggy calves trailing their 
mothers were evidence of the use of good 
bulls on a cow herd that is being constantly

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culled. And by their numbers, and the ab- 
sence of dry cows, it was evident that the 
calving percentage runs higher than in most 
range herds—from 90 to 95 per cent, to be 
exact. 

Although World War II prices have re- 
sulted in much land being put into wheat, 
as was the case three decades ago, Archie 
Ginther isn’t letting it bother him. “Sure, 
with a break in the weather you can pro- 
duce thirty-five bushels of wheat some 
years. That’s good monéy on cheap land. 
It fooled a lot of us back in the days of the 
last war.” But for maximum use of the 
land, over a period of years, the Montana 
breeder has proven that grass and good 
Black cattle are the best bet, come drouth 
or hail. But particularly the Black cattle— 
they simply insist on out-grazing, out- 
weighing and out-selling their rivals of 
other breeds, this top commercial producer 
is proving.

In the morning the guests had a chance 
to inspect the new buildings, fences and 
improvements erected at Marydale in the 
last eighteen months. Of particular interest 
was the main cattle barn—64 by 250 feet. 
Rather it is not a barn, because barns as 


they are known in the north are not needed 
in this climate where twelve months of 
grazing is possible with proper pasture ro- 
tation. Rather the structure is an open 
shed, but what a shed; framework is of 
welded steel tubing with a roof of an 
asbestos tile. Steel tube posts set in con- 
crete form the lot fence supports. 


Also of interest were the pastures and 
the pasture improvement program. This 
former cotton plantation of over 2,000 acres 
had been “mined” for a good many years 
under the former ownership. Today a large 
acreage has been limed and phosphated and 
a pasture mixture centering around les- 
pedeza, dallis grass and white Dutch clover 
has been seeded. It is worth noting that the 
first seeding of lespedeza in the United 
States is claimed by this section of the 
Pelican state. And this goes back quite a 
ways in modern agricultural history. After 
building the land up through live stock graz- 
ing and pasture for three or four years the 
rotation program calls for it to go into 
sweet potatoes as a cash crop for a year, 
and then back into pasture. The sweet 
potato or “yam” industry is a separate story 
in itself of the diversification of the new 
south. The Marydale owner is especially 
interested in this crop as he has a drying 
plant a few miles away which, among other 
things, is turning out a stock feed which is 
proving popular in the south.

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Frank, in his type demonstt ation, pointe 
out an often overlooked fact—that you have 

breed the red meat. on your eattle, you 
path= feed it on. Thickness of natural flesh- 
int over the primary cuts is a matter of 
ancestry and selection and not of mastery 
of the scoop shovel. He also placed consid- 
erable emphasis on heads—not because they 
are important from a meat standpoint in 
themselves but in that a good head and wide 
muzzle are usually followed by a pretty 
good type of beef-producing plant. 

Among those appearing on the program 
were Will Knight, of Shreveport, president 
of the Louisiania Aberdeen-Angus Breeders 
Association; Dean J. G. Leg, Jr., of the Col- 
lege of Agriculture, Louisiana State Univer-

figuring, using the data from these trials 
but prices for feeds and cattle for the 
five-year period 1935-39, which were 
believed more reliable for this purpuse. 
Then, we did not charge the cattle for 
pasture but instead assumed that any 
return above other feed costs and steer cost 
be credited as returns from pasture. Neither 
labor charges nor credit for manure is in- 
cluded and pastures are assumed to be graz- 
ed to capacity which for these pasiures was 
one steer per acre for entire grazing season 
when no additional feed was furnished. The 
returns per acre came out as follows: (1) 
$35.00 for the calves wintered with limited 
amount of corn, grazed unti] August, then 
fed in dry lot; (2) $29.00 for the calves 
wintered with no corn, then handled in the 
same manner; (3) $21.00 for the yearlings 
purchased in the spring and fed corn on 
pasture; (4) $13.00 for similar yearlings 
grazed entire season on pasture alone, then 
fed in dry lot; (5) $9.00 for the yearlings 
grazed until mid-August, then fed in dry 
lot; and (6) $3.00 for the yearlings purchas- 
ed in the spring, grazed on pasture alone 
and sold off pasture in the fall.

under typical conditions. Feeding programe 
based on excellent pasture offers be : 
chance for profitable production. . 
2. Purchasing yearling steers ; 

spring and marketing off grass in the be: 
is the simplest and easiest method of usin 
pasture. Steers thus handled will gain pe, 
fatten satisfactorily with results that ar 
comparable with the better grazing areas of 
the country. However, due to economic 
factors this method entails more risk and 
less probability of satisfactory returns than 
any other method studied. 


3. The feeding of grain to supplement 
pasture according to any one of. several 
methods results in a more sound feeding 
program which will more than pay for the 
grain. Grain feeding removes the steers 
from the grass-fat or feeder class in the 
fall when this type of cattle sell lowest. The 
feeding of approximately 1,000 Ibs, of 
ground corn per head proved adequate with 
good improved permanent pasture. 


4. The most profitable method studied 
of supplementary pasture with grain was 
that of feeding grain on pasture until the 
cattle reached the good to choice grade, A 
dry-lot finishing period of 70 to 100 days 
following pasture alone is also an excellent 
method. 


5. Purchasing calves in the fall, and 
wintering them to grain from 1 Ib. to 1.5 lbs. 
per head daily will result normally in hav- 
ing yearlings at lower cost for grazing in 
the spring than if purchased at this time. 
Also, these calves will make an excellent 
market for hay and corn silage, commonly 
available in this area. In fact, a high pro- 
portion of profits resulting from the feeding 
operation may be made during the winter- 
ing period. 

6. Steer calves fattened entirely in dry 
lot can be made into highly finished steers 
at relatively light weights. However, in the 
Northeast this gain is put on at relatively 
high cost and this feeding method should be 
chosen only if grain is the chief feed to be 
marketed through cattle and if a premium 
market appreciably above the general 
market is available.

Then all went down to the 
corral and participated in the judging con- 
test, placing a group of cows, with official 
judges being John Brown, Rose Hill, Iowa; 
Ed Serrell, Larkspur, Colorado, and Bill 
Ross, Steamboat. Springs, Colorado. 


_ An inspection of the herd and barn build- 
ings was also made for this is one of the 
most mechanized farms to be found, bar 
none, in this area.

the herd and we know that Col. Kelley will 
be a most welcome new member .to the 
fraternity of Colorado breeders. 

At twelve-thirty the crowd pulled in at 
the Ed Serrell Ranch five miles north of 
Palmer Lake on Route 105. The highway

ground for a topic of this kind as he was 
the spark-plug behind the Heifer Calf Club 
projects in Iowa while he was fieldman for 
the Iowa Beef Producers’ Association. 

Last stop of the day was atop th 
along the rim-rock on the Norman’ Smith 
Ranch. On the way up we stopped at the 
lower barns and inspected a group of bulls 
that Norm had sold for delivery to New 
Mexico and also inspected a group of re- 
placement females. Larry Miller, of the 
Painter Hereford Staff, Roggen, Colorado 
gave suggestions on the selection of heifers 
for replacement purpose. His remarks were 
pointed out and exceptionally clear to under- 
stand. He mentioned a story of a college 
boy who was selling books during summer 
vacation to pay his way through school the 
following term. The lad stopped at a farm- 
er’s house and tried to sell him a set of 
books, explaining that a set of these books 
would make it possible for the farmer to 
know how to do a better job of farming, 
The farmer remarked, “Hell, Son, I know 
how to do better”. Moral of the story being 
that most breeders know how to do a better 
job of raising cattle and caring for them 
than they follow in actual operation of their 
herds, keeping for replacement. the heifers 
that can’t be sold and nobody else will buy. 
I think all appreciated the frankness of this 
talk and the fact that Norm Smith was 
following a real breed building program in 
the females retained for replacement pur- 
pose. 

Evening was drawing near as We drove on 
up the mesa, a niere seventy-three hundred 
feet. above sea level where it got plenty cool 
as the sun started down behind the moun- 
tains. The cook had prepared a wonderful 
barbecued young heifer butchered purpose- 
fully for this feast, and heaping platters of 
this delicious meat disappeared rapidly from 
the more than two hundred platters.

After the barbecue we inspected a few of 
the ranch cows headed by Norm’s new Ca- 
nadian bred bull, a seven year old, that he 
purchased from Roy Ballhorn, Alberta, 
About this time Gary Smith, the 
owner’s lovely ten year old daughter lost 
her balance while reaching for a bottle of 
pop and fell flat on her back in the stock 
tank full of ice water, coming out blowing 
like a porpoise and her eyes as big as golf 
balls. 

It was nearly dark when we started down 
from the mesa and by the time we were 
on the highway we needed our lights, ar- 
riving back at the Oldsen homestead about 
ten in the evening, decided to eliminate any 
mid-night chat and went directly to bed 
counting on an early start homeward on 
Sunday morning. s 

Sunday came all too soon. The splendid 
breakfast soon dispatched, and Carl drove 
us out to Stapleton field where we got the 
ship out of hock, filled it full of gas and 
staggered into the air with a full load of 
gas at ten-thirty, making one stop at Lex-

PACKERS NOW PAYING FOR 
MEAT INSPECTION. 


Federal inspection of meat, which hereto- 
fore has been paid for from public funds, is 
now being placed under a system of fees to 
be paid by packers who receive this Govern- 
ment service, the U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture announced today. In accordance 
with a provision of the 1948 Agricultural 
Appropriations Act requiring meat packers 
to pay for Federal inspection, the Bureau 
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of Animal Industry of the Department, 
which provides the service, has _ notified 
packers of the costs currently involved and 
has requested their cooperation in changing 
over to the new business system. The legis- 
lation provided for the new system to be- 
come effective as of July 1, 1947. 

Under the new system the Department of 
Agriculture will pay its inspectors as in the 
past but will collect the cost from each es- 
tablishment served. The inspectors will still 
be selected and appointed under U. S. Civil 
Service procedures and will retain all Civil 
Service rights. In a notice sent to owners 
and operators of federally inspected estab- 
lishments, the Bureau of Animal Industry 
announces that the current charge for in- 
spection during customary working hours 
will be $89.60 per man-week, payable every 
four weeks. This amount represents the ser- 
vices of one man for a 40-hour week, For 
service on a holiday, occurring from Mon- 
day through Friday, an additional charge 
of $1.64 per man-hour is made, and for 
overtime during those days of the week the 
additional charge is $2.58 per man-hour.

My farmer friend and I sat near the auc- 
tion ring at a recent southern Minnesota 
Aberdeen-Angus sale and watched the at- 
tractive “Blacks” pass by.

The remarkable march of Otto V. Battles 
and. his famed Rosemere herd from a modest 
beginning to an immortal position in the 
Aberdeen-Angus world should serve as a 
constant source of inspiration to every be- 
ginner. His all-consuming affection for his 
beloved “Blacks”, his sound judgment, and 
steadfastness of purpose easily overcame 
the temporary handicap of limited financial 
resources. And so perhaps it’s not so much 
what financial resources the potential breed- 
er has that counts, but what his personal 
equation is. With judgment, determination 


and hard work he can certainly count on 
waking up some fine morning to find him- 
self one of the successful breeders of Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle-—AWB.

NITROGEN FERTILIZER. 


“Uraform,” a new synthetic nitrogen ferti- 
lizer, is the latest development of the USDA 
experiment station at Beltsville, Maryland. 
Awaiting commercial production and lower 
costs it holds considerable promise in sup- 
plying nitrogen needs for major crops. 

Nitrogen, whether applied on crops in the 
form of manure, a nitrate chemical, or in 
a balanced fertilizer, gives a big “kick” to 
growing plants. But it lasts only a little 
while and then leaches out of the soil, 
either by water or air. That means farmers 
not only lose a good part of the nitrogen but * 
that, for best results, they have to “side 
dress” the crop. 

The USDA’S “Uraform” is made by mix- 
ing urea and formaldehyde and heating the 
compound. The new powerful product gives 
off its nitrogen slowly and at a uniform 
rate. 

Both urea and formaldehyde are expen- 
sive now. but tests at Beltsville show “Ura- 
form” will supply nitrogen at a steady rate 
over a long growing period. When and if 
it finally reaches the commercial production 
state, it will be a natural for cotton, corn 
and forage crops. And people who fertilize 
their lawns could get by with one applica- 
tion a year.
